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Council Adopts Personnel Policies 
On Sick Leave and Shift Rotation

After many months of 
meeting in a room crowded 
with debris from carpentry 
and duct work, sometimes 
with dust cloths strewn 
across furniture and access 
to seating blocked by beams 
or tables tipped on end, 
members of the Greenbelt 
City Council took their pla¬ 
ces Monday night in a coun¬ 
cil chamber that looked fin¬ 
ished and with all furniture 
in its proper place. Behind 
the council members was a 
wall painted a soft shade of 
blue which picked up a color 
in the muted print of draper¬ 
ies hung the entire length of 
the two side walls. Varn¬ 
ished woodwork glowed. Pos¬ 
sibly the room's ambience 
had something to do with 
the lack of contentiousness 
in the way the members 
went about their business. 
All was ov"er by 9:30—al¬ 
most a record. 

Sick Leave Policy 
Two issues introduced <by Po- 
Mce Chief James R. Craze were 
the major items of business. At 
bis ireque:£t council adopted a 
new personnel policy currently 
applicable to only one member 
of the Police Department but 
with potentially wider relevance. 
This action authorizes the estab- 
I'ishment of a sick leave pool 
into which empl'oyees could allo¬ 
cate some of their own sick 
leave to be used by others whose 
sick 'leave had run out. 

The Issue arose over the ease 
of Officer Thomas Moreland, 
who suffered extensive bum in¬ 
juries from a-n accident while 
h^ was on vacation. While Offi¬ 
cer Moreland receives temporary 
disability benefits from the city, 
these have been supplemented 
until now by other benefits aris¬ 
ing from his own accrued sick 
leave. Without that supplement, 
Graze said, Moreland would face 
a suhistantiial reduction in bene¬ 
fits. Currenitly he is expected to 
be Tteady to return to full em¬ 
ployment by September — possi¬ 
bly earlier if be can be assign¬ 
ed to light work, 

Sinoe policies of donated sick 
leave apply in other jurisdictions 
in the 'area, Assisitant Personnel 
Officer Barbara Havekost bad 
explored for the city how these 
might work. Pollowing her in¬ 
quiry, City Manager James Giese 
recotmiwended certain limiting 
regUikittions to the donataon of 
suoh leave: 1) that approval be 
given only on a oase-by-ca&e ba¬ 
sis, ourrently affecting only Of¬ 
ficer Mloreland; (2) that dona- 
tfion* be piermitbed only from 
employees with accrued leave in 
excess of 176 hours (the equi¬ 
valent of 22 dlays or Oine calendar 
nnonitlh); (3) that donations be 
made tin dnoremtents of eight 
hoiM», with the irtaximum by one 
eonp^oyee limited to 40 hours 


(five days); (4) that donationiS 
be accounted for on an hour-by- 
hour basis without regard to 
any pay differential between do¬ 
nor and recipient; and (5) that 
if donations exceed the amount 
of sick leave required, these be 
re-crediited to each employee on 
a pro rata basils. 

In the course of discusision 
oou-ucil member Antoinette Bram 
questioned why the 176-ho-ur lim¬ 
it was felt to be necessary. In 
answer Giese indicated that em¬ 
ployees needed to build up a 
minimum amount of sick leave 
to protect themselves, the 
amount required before cMsabil- 
ity benefits kicked in. 

New Police Shift Schedule 

Because of the detrimental 
physical and -psychological ef¬ 
fects of rotating shifts, which 
interfere with the human diurnal 
clock, Chief Craze said that he 
has consulted with sevena'l ex¬ 
perts about ways to improve the 
shift sc^hedule to better meet em¬ 
ployee needs. Following their 
recommendation he and Giese 
advocated the adoptiion of a new 
policy, called ‘‘The Triangle 
Plan.” According to this sched¬ 
ule, officers would work a com¬ 
bination of daytime and evening 
hours over a 24-week period, fol¬ 
lowed by a period of days off 
and then an 8-week sequence of 
midnight shifts. Instead of an 
8-hour workday, officers would 
work an 8.5-hour workday, pro¬ 
viding an overlap of on-duty 
officers during a shift change. 

Although this schedule results 
in an irregular number of hours 
VTorked during a pay period, 
varying from 68 to 85 hours, it 
complies with the Federal Fair 
Labor Standards Act Regula¬ 
tions so as to avoid the pay¬ 
ment of overtime. In a 52-week 
period, tcital hours worked would 
amount to 2065 houi^, instead of 
the standard 2080. Giese recom¬ 
mended that no effort be made 
to adjust compen&ation for the 
shortfall of 15 hours during a 
52-week work year. 

The new schedule would result 
in some fluctuation in number 
of hours worked in any two-week 
pay period; nevertheless, because 
of accounting problems that 
would confront the city in trying 
to deal with these fluctuations, 
Giiese recommended that biweek¬ 
ly pay be rendered on the basis 
of 80 ho-urs of regular time pay. 
He noted that these changes 
would only apply to officers 
working the triangle rotating 
s'hdft schedule. Other officers 
would be expected to work a

full 80 hours in each biweekly 
pay period. 

Since the relevant city ordi¬ 
nance currently requires 160 
hours in a pay period, an amend¬ 
ment extending the hours to 170 
would be necessary. Giese said 
he would have such an amend¬ 
ment ready for the next regular 
meeting of council, provided that 
they gave their “blessing” to the 
proposed change in schedule. 
This blessing was granted unani¬ 
mously. 

Youth Advisory Committee 

An interim ad hoc committee 
was appointed to assist council 
in establishing a permianent 
Youth Advisory Committee. 
Among those who agreed to 
serve were three adults — Chris¬ 
topher Duffy, Jeanette Griffin 
and Karen Yoho — and two 
youths — Lynne Tucker and 
Charlie Reuter. 

One youth in full Boy Scout 
regaiia, who introduced himself 
as Jeremy Pritchard, said that 
he was present at the meeting 
to fulfill a requirement for a 
merit badge necessary to become 
an Eagle Scout, Since one coun¬ 
cil seat was vacant because of 
the absence of council member 
Joe I&aacs, council member Ed 
Putens invited 'Pritchard to sit 
beside him in the empty chair. 
Mayo<r Gil Weidenfeld comment¬ 
ed that now he had a good view 
of “the really important people 
in the room”—-that is, the citi¬ 
zens in the audience.

Gypsy Moth Spraying 

The city of Greenbelt is plan¬ 


ning an aerial spraying of about 
85 acres this spring as part 
of this year's gypsy moth sup¬ 
pression program. The blocks to 
be sprayed include about eight 
different areas in the central city 
and Greenbelt East. 


New Crossing Signal 
Now Operating at ERHS 

The crossing signal installed 
on Greenbelt Road at Frankfort 
Drive for high school students 
has been activated this week. 
It is timed to operate at the 
start and end of the school day. 
It is not pedestrian activated. 


Areas to be sprayed by the city 
this year include the woods be¬ 
hind the Lutheran Church on 
Greenbelt Road; the woods ad¬ 
jacent to the Greenbelt Armory; 
Indian Springs Park; the woods 
adjacent to the Public Works 
and Police facilities; Greenbriar 
Park; the school board property 
on Mandan Road across from 
Greenbriar Park; the sitrip of 
woods behind homes on Matthew 
Street; and a portion of Schrom 
Hills Park. These areas will be 
sprayed with Dimilin, which is 
a highly effective gypsy moth 
caterpillar suppressant. 

For the lasit three years, the 
city has hired a consultant, Es- 
pro, Inc., to perform counts of 
egg masses throughout the city. 
This year’s counts showed much 
smaller populations than the 
previous two years. This is due 
in part to the City’s suppression 
program of the last two years 
and in part to the fact that egg 
mass counts are down naturally 


throughout the region. 

The 85 acres to be sprayed 
this year are about one-fifth the 
area which the City contracted 
to spray last year. Unlike last 
year, the Maryland Department 
of Agriculture will not be con¬ 
ducting any aerial spraying in 
Greenbelt this year, although the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center will be sprayed. 

The city also plans to continue 
selling gypsy moth caterpillar 
tape at cost to residents. The 
smiall investment of a roll of 
tape can protect individual trees 
a homeowner's yard. Because 
the city had problems with the 
brand of tape used last year 
(many residents complained that 
the tape did not stick to trees) 
the city is exploring alternative 
brands of tape to sell this year.

And Other Observations 

On Sunday, March 24, 1 p.m. 
at the Goddard Visitor Center 
Dr. Jack Trombka, of Goddard^s 
Laboratory for Astronomy and 
Solar Physics, will discuss how 
the crews of the Apollo 15 and 
16 spacecraft mapped the lunar 
surface. They also took obser¬ 
vations of the energy distribu¬ 
tion of both gamma-rays and 
x-rays emitted from the moon, 
super hot stars, collapsed stars, 
black holes, and magnetic fields 
between the stars.

Recycling is coming to the 
townhouses in Green-belt 
East, as well as to the city's 
trash customers, starting in 
the middle of April. Marce- 
lino Cole, resMential recy¬ 
cling specialist from the 
Prince Georges County Office 
of Recycling, brought the 
news to the March 7 meet¬ 
ing of the Greenbelt East 
Advisory Coalition (GEAC). 
Cole will be in touch with all 
of the city's townhouse com¬ 
munities that do not have 
city trash pickup so that 
curbside pick-up points can 
be decided on. 

Eairlier planis had included only 
city tiraish cusitomers in the 
county recycling program until 
the county'^s Materials Recyc¬ 
ling Facility (MRF) was con¬ 
structed, which will take at 
least until 1992. The county has 
decided, however, tha-t the tem¬ 
porary MRF in Capital Heights 
can handle the load. Currently, 
35,000 households are recycled. 
Picking up Greenbelt’s recy- 
clables will add 14,000 house¬ 
holds, with another 125,000 to 
go. The county's plan is to add 
all of the municipalities to the 
program (except E-agle Harbor, 
because of the dis-tance involved) 
as temporary MRF's can be 
established and bring the rest of 
the county on board when the 
“Major MRF" is ready. 

Materials for recycling will be 
picked up once a week. The con¬ 
tractor will divide the city into 
two zones and pick up in each 
zone alternately on either Tues¬ 
day or Thursday. Although the 
county tries to coincide wtith 
trash collection days, this may 
not always be possible since re¬ 
cycle collectiion zones will not be 
identical with regular itnash col¬ 
lection zones and schedules. 

Curbside Pick-up 

Cole's major area of concern 
in meeting with GEAC was 
curbside pickup. While tra-sh col¬ 
lection in some communities is 
done at the rear of eadh unit, 
recycling pickup must be at 
curbside (except in GHI, which 
is a separate issue), Since some 
townhouse units dd not have a 
curb, Cole will be talking with

Ora Glen Light Update 

James Foy, GEAC Ohadr, re¬ 
ported on the action taken by 
council at the February 25 meet¬ 
ing, w’hen council voted 6-0 to 
proceed with the instalMion of 
the traffic light at Hanover 
Parkway and Ora Glen Drive/ 
Hanover Park Drive. City staff's 
6-day traffic count of the traf¬ 
fic generafted by Commerce Cen¬ 
ter HI at 80 percent occupancy 
showed more than 220 trips, 
Commeirce is required to pay for 
installation of the light if it 
generated more than 170 trips 
at 90 percent occupancy, wihich 
it clearly does. 

The light will have a protect¬ 
ed left-tum liane from south¬ 
bound Hanover Parkway to Ora 
Glen. It will be sensored so that 
Hanover Parkway traffic will 
only get a red signal if there 
is cross traffic. Also, a pedes¬ 
trian button will give a longer 
red light, but not a red on de¬ 
mand. 

Current time estimates are 
four weeks for engineering de¬ 
sign of the left-tum lane addi¬ 
tion, four weeks for the bid 


process, and six to ten weeks 
for construction. The light should 
be in operaltdOn in mid to late 
July. 

School Zone Speed Limit 

Foy, Ed Schilling of Windsor 
(jreen and Coundlmeoniber Ed 
Putens all urged GEAC mem¬ 
bers to Call, fax and write to 
state delegate© asking for their 
support of House Bill 605, which 
would allow municipalitieis to 
lower the speed limit on state 
highways in school aones. This 
could be a way to lower the 
speed limiit on Greenbelt Road 
in front o-f Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. The bill, in the 
Judiciary Gomimittee, said Pu¬ 
tens, could die in committee and 
never reach the floor of the 
House unless citizen support is 
shown.

WilMs M. Gault, 82, a Greenbelt violin maker who was 
also a musician, died March 13 at the Greenbelt Nursing 
Home where he had been a patient for the past year. 


He began making violins and 
teaching others the art in an 
area of Washington, D.C- called 
the **old music quarter^* which 
has disappeared to make way 
for high-rise office buildings. 
For 27 years, he made instru¬ 
ments for such diverse musicians 
as members of the Budapest 
String Quartet and Supreme 
Court Justice Abe Fortas. Un¬ 
like most violin makers, who 
passed their craft on to others 
individually, Gault ran a school 
where music students and musi¬ 
cians learned how to make in¬ 
struments for their own use and 
who. in many cases, became in¬ 
strument makers with country¬ 
wide reputations. Among these 
students was Gary Sturm, now 
collections manager of bowed 
stringed instruments at the 
Smithsonian Institution. Sturm 
observed in the recent Washing¬ 
ton Post obituary feature article 
that Gault ‘^nurtured in students 
a real love for what they were 
doing.^' 

Born in Showell on Maryland's 
Eastern Shore, he taught him¬ 
self to play the violin before he 
w’as nine years old and at that 
age made his own violin. As a 
teenager, he apprenticed with a 
Washington violin maker. He 
worked for 13 years as an ac¬ 
counting clerk for the Treasury 
Department before opening his 
violin shop. His fascination 
with ancient music 'led him to 
co-found the Ancient Instrument 
Society of Washington. His en¬ 
thusiasm w’^as directed especially 
tow’'ard reviving interest in the 
viola d’amore. a 14-string instru¬ 
ment popular during the 1600*s 
and 1600's. He made 160 instru¬ 
ments modeled after those used 
in earlier centuries- 

Gault founded several string 
ensembles, he composed four 
works for viola d^amore and or¬ 
chestra, some of which were re¬ 
corded here, and he played wdth 
the Prince Georges County Civic 
Symphony and the Montgomery 
County Symphony. 

Survivors include his w,ife,

Sublease Request unit 

GHI memlbers Mr. and Mrs. Replacement Glass 

Stephen Bernheisel were pr*e3- After soliciting bids, GHI ap- 
ent to respond to questions re¬ 
garding their request to sublease 
their home for 27 months, longer 
than the period usually approved 
bv the board. Berheisel^s parents 
are applying for the Peace Corps 
and have requested the younger 
Berheisels to house sit. The 
board granted approval for this 
exception to the regulations. 

Shed Regulations 
At its last meeting, the board 
voted to revise the GHI Rules 
and Regulations to prohibit erec¬ 
tion of any new metal sheds. A 
discussion of the proposed new 
shed regulations was slated for 
this meeting. The topic was ta¬ 
bled, however, to review the is¬ 
sue of metal sheds. 

Replacement Windows 
Since the closeout of the re¬ 
hab program in 1984, GHI staff 
have been authorized to contract 
for repSlacement of windows that, 
for various reasons, were not 
replaced during rehab- Although 
members were able to finance 
this work through the rehab loan, 
they were required to pay any 
unpaid amount at the time they 
sol'd their unit. Conversely, loan 
payments for the official rehab 
work can be passed on by selling 
members to purchasers. The 
board has now revised its policy 
so that selling members who 
purchased replacement windows 
after the rehab program will not 
be required to repay the loan 
upon resale or transfer^ of the 


range for the glass replacement- 
GHI will pay the contractor and, 
then, bill the member. The ques¬ 
tion of whether members should 
pay for breakage that is not 
their fault (the current regula¬ 
tion) was brought up. The board 
agreed to address this issue 
during 1902 budget discussions. 

Block Home Siding 

At its last meeting, the board 
reviewed cost estimates for in¬ 
stalling insulation and vinyl sid¬ 
ing oh the block homes. An 
estimate for a middle unit is 
approximately $3,700 or about 
$42 per month. Staff was re¬ 
quested to prepare a letter to 
ascertain how many of the 256 
members living in block units 
would be interested in siding.
